Wepartment of Virginia. 

—~A dispatch from the Hoadqnartors of the Army 
ef tho Potemno, cated Jan 23, aay 

“Thetempestuous werthor since Tassday last, and 
he copsequent impareable state of tho roads, have 
rondered any adynace of the Army of the Potomac 
Doyond the Rappahannock mutter of utter imposei- 
Bility. Tho ramo causes co delayed the traueporta- 
‘Won 67 the pontoons snd heavy sttillory to the des- 
Sgnated points, as to provont a Mrpriso of the enemy 
At the points designed to crass." 

Wo learn from Fortress Monzvo that on the 22d 
foct., Commodore Morris captured one echooner und 
two loops at the niouth of the Carritack 
Crock, near the James River. .The echoorer's cargo 
‘was purchased in Norfolk, and tho bills amounted to 
“5,200, and consisted of gam ehellac, quinine, Loote, 
Atoe, und a general ussortmont. . 

Frederick Letz, a German, was bung on tho 
£34 inst., al Port Wool, on che Itip Raps, in conform 
{ty with tho dooision of the Court-Mertial recently 
Leld nt Fortress Monroe, and the epproval of the 
Precidcat. ‘Letz formerly lived {n Baltimoro, but 
had boon employed as teamster in ‘the army, while 
em tho Peninsula, He shot a negro ubont three 
months ago, in the town of Hampton, Va., with 
whom he had had some controversy. 

—ABrigndior-Genoral commanding a Division was 
recently placed under arrest by Gon. Bumeide, for 
Aecouncing the policy of the Administration upon 
Yho Slavory question and expressing disloyal senti- 
ments, This Geveral bad duily been expecting pro- 
motion to the rank of Mujor-Gencral and assignment 
Bo the command of a Cor,

—Mojor-Gen, Barnsido resigned on Monday morn-

elde iscned un address to his wroops, in which be 
speaks most aflectiovately of tho whole army, bat 
more especially of his old companions of the Ninth 
Corp, Gon. Sumner and Gen. Franklin have been 
gelioved of their commande. 


—Gen. Hooker's assumption order was issued on 
Weeeduy. Ho says to bis men: ‘Since the formation 
‘of the army ho bus boon identified with its history, 
‘He has sbored with you its glories and roverees, 
‘with no other desiro than that thee relations might 

‘remain unchangeable until.its destiny ehould be ac- 
vsompliebed, In the record of your achievements 
there ia much to be proud of, and with the blessing 
of God we will contribute something to the renown 
of our arms nnd the succes of our cause. To secure 
these ends your commander will require the cheerfal 
snd zealous co-operation of every oficer aud (eoldier 
{0 thisarmy. In equipment, intelligence and valor 
the evemy is our inferior, Let us never besitato to 
give hjm battle wherever we find bim., The uuder- 
Signed only given oxpreseion to the feolings of this 
army When le conyeys to our Jute commander, Ma- 
§or-Geueral Burnside, the most cordial good wishes 
for bis future.”

—Gen. Huntor bas arrived at Port Royal and re- 
sumed his command.

From the Army of the Mississippl. 
—Gon, Hamilton hus been assigned to the com- 
mand of tbo District of West Tennensee, comprising 
the territory heretofore known as the District of 
Memphis, Colambus, Corinth sod Jackson, with 
beadqnartere at Mempbis. 

—ho trading-boat Forest Queen was captured 
and burned by guerrillns at Commerce, Mies., re- 
cently. Her oificers and crew were paroled and 
released. 

—Col. R. ©. Marphy, by order of Gea. Grant, dated 
Holly Springs, Jan. 8, {8 dismissed tho service for 
cowardico and imbecility. 

—Tho Arkansas River Expedition is doing good 
work, Rear-Admiral Porter telegraphs on the 20th, 
that he bus “taken St. Charles, Duvall’s Bluff and 
Deo Arc, and the light gunboats are over 300 miles 
above the mouth of White River, The DeKalb, 
Lient.-Commander Walke, captured at. Davall’s 
Blof two 8-inch guos with carriages, ammunition 
and 200 Enfield rifler, and three platform cara, and at 
DegAsnd ammanitled.* “St, Charles ioe emall pout 
Village of Arkaneas Couoty, Ark. Davall'a Blull 
ia a emul) post villuge of Prairie Coonty, Ark, Des 
‘Aro was a thriving post village also in Prairie 
County, on White River, 50 milee N. E. of Little 
Rock. It is situated in o rich cotton and corn-grow- 
ing district, and bad an active trade prior to the re- 
bellion. The river is vavigable from thie point to 
ite mouth at all stoges of water. 

—A correspondent (hus eoms up the resuits of the 
victory at Arkansas Post) 

“We took, in all, seven thousand eight hundred 
and thirly prisoners, with all of the company and 
Fegimental officers of nine regiments; also Major. 
General Churchill and acting Brigadier-General 
Gorlaud, of Virginia, We captured moro mue-

boxes inside of the fort. They were a saperior arm 
of English maoufactare, sim fur to our Springfield 
riled musket, with tbe Maypard primer, 

“We recuptured all the ammunition recently Tost 
off tho sapply stenwer Blue Wing, with large quan- 
tities of pork and cornmeal, 1,500 mule, and 200 
woxone, many of whicu bad’ been captared frow the 
United States,

overcoats, and but few shoes, , 

“{{tis.a coincidence worthy of mention that the 
16th Indianu surrendered to Geo. Churebill at Ricb- 
mond, Kentocky, in August last, for gallanry at 
which place Jeff. Davis promoted him to a mujor- 
general; and now the 16th have bud tho gratilica- 
tion of wituessiog bis surrender, with his entire 
command, at which they cheered fuetily."” 


Department of the Gulf, 

—Advices from Now-Orleané state that on Thurs- 
doy afternoon, Jan, 8th, there was a rumor at New- 
Orleans that the Winona, oue of oar guubonte, hud 
been soak by the South battery at Port Hudeon, It 
ig also reported that Stonowall Jackson with 40,000 
men, bad re-evforced Vicksburg. There was noth- 
ing from Galveston np to noon of Jun. 8th. 
—Tho United States eteam trapeport Iliuoie 
sailed on Suturday afternoon with the remsiniog 
forces of tbe Bank's expedition. Tho Illinois will 
touch at Fortress Monroe on her way to New-Or 
Jeans, 

—At Key West, ft wos reported that before the 
Hatteras was nok off Galveston by the Spitére 
(supposed to be the Alabawn), Capt, Blake, of the 
former yeese), would not baal down the Union fug, 
nd allowed (be vessel to sink with the colors of the 
Republicstill waving. Tho mon on both veeecls are 
guid to have fought desperately for about balf an 
our, till the contlict seemed hopeless to tho officers 
of the Hatteras, 

—Liout.-Col. Thoinas McKean Bchnnan, of the 
ganbout Culhoun, wus killed on tho Lith inst, ot 
Bayou Teshe, Louisiana. His bost was run aground 
while going up the Bryon, avd an atuck 
wap made upon bor by concealed Rebels, Commo- 
dora Buchauna wae shot throngh the head. The 
Rebela wore afterwards bunted out und goino of them 
Killed. ‘He was a nephew of the traitor Commodore 
of that name, and relative of the ex-Preaident Ba- 
cbanun, 

—Tho Navy Department haa received official infor- 
mation of te capture and einking of the U. 8. eteam- 
er Hattaras by tho Alubuma, or 290, at Galveston, 
Texue, Tho eubstance is contained in the following 
statement of L. H. Partridge, Acting Muster ou bourd 
tho steamer at the time of the ovearrence: 

At about 3 p.m., Tuesday, Jun. 11, when o vessel 
ovo in sight south-east, we wero cigoaled from the 
Broolilyn to yive chase, 


wo got up found her lying to undor steam. We had 
Yoon at quartera abont 20 minutes, As we camo np 
Capt. Blake bailed and asked what abip it waa? 
‘Tho nuswer was, “Hor British Majesty's ship Spit- 
Gro.” Capt. Bioko said, "I will send o boat 
aboard.” 

Tho boat being lowered away, I was ordered to 
tako charge and board. Before we went one belf 
the chip's length away from tbe side, the stranger |) 
opened fire, It yas returned by the Hatteras, and 
both started ahead under a full head of steam, ox- 
cbanging broadsides ag fast aa they could lond and 
Gro, for about tweuty minutes, with big guos sud 
then with musketry from both veessle, All the time 
Thud been trying to board wy veesol, but could not 
come up. 

After tho musketry ceased, I diecovored that the 
Hattoras was stopped and blowing off steam, with 
the evemy elongside for the purpose of boarding. 
I heard the onemy cheering, and knew the Hatteras 
Lad been captured. I thougbt it no uso to give my- 
self vp ase pritoner, and rowed back to the fleet 
under cover of darkness, in the bopes of giving in- 
formation of the affair. The Brooklyn went out this 
morning und foand the Hatteras sunk. 

News bas been reccived at Koy West that the 
Confederate steamer Oroto bad got omt of Mobile, 
and captared a brig of Boeton, from Cuba on the 
17th, off Tortugas, and sank her, ' 


Milacellancous. 

—A gentleman connected with n foreign logation 
at Wasbington bas javt received 6 letter stating 
thatthe Fresch Government bas opened a corres- 
pondence with the British Cabinet on tho subject of 
the depredstions committed by the Alabama, Tho 
writer saya that Dronyn de Lhuye'e opinion is that 
tho tacit consent of Eogland to the Yaunching aud 
fining out of a privateer ie in direct violution of the 
sprit and letter of the treaty of Paris signed in 
1856, and, a8 such, conetitatesa breach in the law of 
nationsasacknowledged and sanctioned by the five 
Powers which were represented at tho eignature of 
that treaty, 

It je forther stated that the British Cabioct has 
taken under serious consideration the repreeontations 
of France, ond is now trying to find a way to extri- 
cate iteclf from ull connection in the matter. It ia 
afraid of tho consequences to which England would 
be exposed fo fataro by this precedent, not only on 
the part of America, bat also from the continental 
Powers, who could avail themselves of these preve- 
dente to their advantage should they evor be brought 
10 acte of hostility aguinet the English nation, 

—Tbe Demoeratio majority in tho Illinois Logiola- 
tore have proposed a Dill to take all the militacy 
power of the State irom the bands of tho Governor, 
even to tbe appointment of tho officers of the army, 
and veet it in three Commissionera—a majority Den 
oorats, of course. Tho Governor is Commander-in- 
Chief of the army of the State, but this bill virtaully 
places him ove side, and installa io hia place a tri- 
umvirute, jo whose bands be is a more puppet—a 
prisouer in bia own house. It is one of the most 
barefuced attempts et usurpation, and usurpation for 
veuhorroka te torouge oe senate under suepenEtouy 
of the rules, but Le did not succeed, and it takes the 
usaul couree, 

—From filesof The Nassau Guardian to Jan. 17, 
by the steamsbip British Queen, we learn that the 
business of running tho blockado appears to be pros- 
ecated vigorously, Wilmiogton, N, C., and Charles 
ton, 8. C., appearing to bo the favorite ports, 
Tho steamer Nins, Capt. Cole, arrived on the 5tb, 
with a cargo of cotton, from Georgetown, North 
Carclina, having ran the blocksde, Ou the 30:b 
ult, the steamer Antonica, Capt, Thayer, arrived 
with a load of cotton to H, Adderly & Co., and re- 
ported tho arrival of the steamer Leopard and bark 
Rosalie from Nuseau, and the steamer Cornubia from 
Bermuda, at Charleston, baving ron tbe blockude. 

—We have news from Southern papers that the 
steamer Hontress attempted to ran tbe Charleston 
Dlockade on the 18th, but failed, and was burned, 
with 400 bales of cotton. Tho Union steamer Co- 
Jnwbia Went nebore at Masonboro Lulet on the 16th, 
und all tbe officera and men were compelled to sur- 
render, A dispatch from Charleston of the 16th says 
that it is reported from Kinston, N. C., that “the 
oaemy drove in our pickets yesterday eightecn miles 
below. The enemy are supposed to be in strong 
force, and op the advance, They are building 
bridges over Cove Creek. It fs doubtless o feint to 
cover their movements on Wilmington or Weldon. 
Tho Unionista aro 60,000 strong, and have twenty 
days’ ratioue.” 

—A Memphis paper saya that Gen. Joe Jobneton 
commenda the whole Rebel Western Department, and 
je warching with an immenee force to Vicksburg. It 
ia believed thot Jobneton can concentrate 150,000 
mon, The Rebcle are determined to stake overy- 
thing to bold Vicksburg aud Port Hudson, aud to 
keep open the commanication between Louisiana, 
Avkansas and Texns. Tue latest advices esy thut 
Geo, McClernand’s forces und Commodore Porter's 
Spuadron have reached Young's Point, o place only 
twenty miles ubovo Vicksburg. 

—Tho Anglo-Robel stezmer Amouica was recently 
captured off Mobile by the ganbout Pocahontas. 
Sho wae Jout from Naseun, loaded with powder, and 
uttempted to ran into Mobile, but was een, cbused, 
and finally captured, ufter baving beon rua a long 
distance. Her cresy compelled hor captain to su~ 
render, being fearful that if strack by a shell from 
tbe Pocahontas they would sil be blown up. 


—Capt Lavender, of the team transport Saxon, 
arrived Sunday, states that on tho 17th inst, it was 
reported st Key Weat that tbe British pirate Ala- 
Dama was off Havana, aud bad seot a bout ashore. 
Aw the United States ewcamer San Jucioto was in 
Key West, itis to be hoped that cho promptly put 
out in pursuit.

THE VIOTORY OF ARKANSAS POST. 
@MMicial Reports of the Naval Commanders. 
REPORT OF REAR-ADMLIRAL PORTER, 
Usitep Srarxs Mississrprr Squapy: me} 
‘Anmaseas Poss, Jan. 1, 166 
S1n: I have the honor to inform you that on the 
4th of January, Gen. MoClernand concladed to 
move up the river upon the Post of Arkaneas, and 
requested my codperation. I detailed tbree iron- 
clade—the Louisville, Baron do Kalb, and Ciucin- 
noti—with all the light-draft gunboats, all of which
